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HOG CHOLERA 


How It Is Being Combated by the De- 


partment of Agriculture. 


Washington, D. C., January 27.— 


1%e Department of Agriculture, dur-: 
ing the past y«ar, has been conduct- 
ing campaigns in Indiana, Missouri, 
Iowa and Nebraska to control the 
contagious disease of hogs, known as 
"hog cholera," by means of anti- 
hog-cholera serum and farm quaran- I 
tines. In one county (Pettis County, \ 
Mo.) 
where there was a loss of 18 


per cent, in 1911 and 25.6 per cent, 
in 1912 of all hogs raised, there was 
only a loss of 14.7 per cent up to 
November 1913. 
This decrease was 


due to the use of the sernm, which,' 
although not used there by the De- 
partment's agents until August, 1913, 
materially reduced the loss. About 
60,000 hogs were raised 
during 


the past year and of the 10,000 that 
died of the hog cholera only about 
1,000 
were lost after the active use 


of serum and quarantine measures 
were inaugurated. 


In every county where these meas- 


ures were employed, even though be- 
gun after the disease had continued 
its ravages for some time, there was 
less loss from hog cholera than m 
either of the two preceding years. 


In addition to its great function as 


a preventive, it has been found that 
the anti-hog-cholera serum would 
cure a large proportion of hogs in 
the early stages of the disease and 
render them immune after recovery. 
However, if hogs are not treated by 
this serum, from 75 to 100 per cent, 
of all affected- herds, die. 
This 


serum, so far as is known, is the only 
thing that will prevent the disease. 


Of hogs actually sick when treated, 


the Department's inspectors lost but 
25 per cent, during tlie past sum- 
mer. Of well hogs in diseased herds, 
2.8 per cent.vdjed after being treat- 
ed and of hogs in exposed herds less 
than 1 per cent, died after being in- 
oculated with the serum. In an in- 
fected herd-there is always a certain 
proportion of hogs that are well. 


The inspector examines the hogs 


when he arrives, takes the tempera- 
ture of all hogs in the herd and sep- 
arates the sick from the well 
The 


temperature is an indication of the 
sickness. The temperature of a sick 
hog, unless the hog is near death, 
will run above 104 degrees and some- 
times as high as 107 or 108 de- 
grees F. 


Some States are engaged in the 


manufacture of the serum, to curje this 
disease. This serum requires special 
treatment to preserve its quality and 
a qualified man to produce it. Suf- 
ficient serum to treat an average hun- 
clred-pound hog costs about thirty 
_,cents at a liberal estimate 
The 


treatment is by hypodermic injec- 
tion, 


The Department in initiating it« 


campaign against the devastating hog 
disease has only been able to com- 
mence in a few of the districts where 
the cholera was the most widespread 
and where the active cooperation of 
the state was offered in enforcing the 
ordinary quarantine measures, etc. 


The object of the Department has 


been to endeavor to control the dis- 
ease and if possible, to eliminate it 
from the country. 
To secure this 


end the best efforts of the farmer 
himself are necessary. 
The cam- 


paign against this devastating sick- 
ness during 1913 was planned in the 
territory selected along three lines- 


1. The education and organization 


of the farmers in the districts se- 
lected, to be carried out primarily by 
the State College. 


2. The enforcement of sanitation 


and restrictive regulations tav the 
State veterinarian 
\ 


3. Active supervision by the Bu- 


reau of Animal Industry ot the De- 
partment and the inoculation of dis- 
eased herds and exposed herds with 
the anti-hog-cholera serum 


A county in each state was select- 


ed as a unit and the method of work 
in that county was, briefh. for the 
State College to secure the coopera- 
tion of Intelligent, active farmers in 
each township in the county. These 
men were called volunteer assistants 
and they were to keep in close com- 
munication with the Department's 
inspector stationed in that area, keep- 
ing him informed of conditions and 
securing statistics concerning the 
hog industry. In this manner condi- 
tions were pretty well learned in the 
territory under inspection. When an 
outbreak of hog cholera was reported 
the Department's inspector went to 
that outbreak and saved all the hogs 
he could by treatment with serum. 
As the disease is very easily trans- 
mitted, be then protected all herds 
iri the immediate vicinity by inocula- 
tion. The idea was to form a zone 
of immune animals around the in- 
fected center. 


Hog cholera is caused by a germ 


that exists in the blood. It is an or- 
ganism apparently so small that the 
most powerful microscopes do not 
.show it. However, it is easy to dem- 
onstrate its presence by inoculating a 
small part of the blood from a su k 


into a well one, which pioduces 


h cholera.

the frosts of winter, although frost 
cannot be said to stop a case after it 
has taken hold of its victim.,. How- 
ever, it seems to prevent the rapid 
spread of the disease. The result is 
that in spring time the affection is 
as a rule at the lowest ebb but in- 
creases rapidly from that time until 
fall. 


Hog cholera does not seem to af- 


fect any particular breed of hogs 
more than another, and while gener- 
ally the careless farmer is more 
apt to have the disease among his 
hogs than the careful one, the dis- 
ease sometimes occurs where the con- 
ditions are sanitary. It is hoped that 
the work may be extended gradually 
until the disease is completely con- 
trolled or eliminated. The fact that 
hog cholera is carried not only by 
the hogs themselves, but by birds, 
dogs, streams and even on the feet 
of men going from one farm to an- 
other .shows how necessary it is that 
the campaign be thorough and that 
farmers exert their best efforts to as- 
sist in the work

coming primary. 


The State Chairman also says:

therefore, 


promptly send to the County Com- 
missioners of your county a full list 
of the party offices to be filled at the 
primalies May 19. In all but a very 
few of the counties the county conx- 
mitteemen from the various districts 
are selected at the primaries, and in 
several of the counties the County 
Chairman is elected in the same man- 
ner 
Care should be taken to specify 


in the notice to the County Commis- 
sioneis the number of county com- 
mitteemen to which each district in 
your county is entitled 


"The latest dale on which this 


notice can be filed with the County 
Commissioneis is March 17, 1914." 


The State Chairman has notified 


the Commissioners of the number of 
committeemen to be elected. 
The 


number of Democratic State Commit- 
teemen will be 114, the same as in 
all other parties under the new elec- 
tion laws. The appointment is made 
according 
to Senatorial 
districts. 


Each Senatorial district is entitled 
to two State Committeemen, but 
where there is more than one county 
in a Senatorial district each county 
is entitled to one committeeman.

Association has sent out a circular 
letter urging that a certain day be set 
apart as apple day.

The circular contains suggestions as 
to how to observe the day and they 
make the following statement of facts 
about apples: "The size of the Amer- 
ican apple crop for 1913 equals a 
wall of apples twelve feet high, ex- 
tending almost the distance from Chi- 
cago to New York 
All of these ap- 


ples were available for shipment. 
The American apple crop, if laid end 
to end, would have reached 316,465 
miles or a double track around the 
world seven times. 
The railroads 


would have had the times of their 
lives in moving this crop, if it had 
been offered for shipment in a single 
day. 
In loaded cars the apple crop 


last year would have reached 852 
miles." 
After reciting these facts 


some one says, "but the above figxires 
would have nothing to do with the 
price that confronts the lovers of a 
really good apple." 
Although there 


are 100 apples in sight for every man, 
woman and child in the land, how 
many will be forced to forego the 
very pleasant duty suggested by the 
Circular because they are not able to 
buy them' National apple day could 
not be better celebrated than by the 
Shippers Association devoting their 
celebration day by devising means 
whereby each man, woman and child 
could get their 100 apples and pre- 
vent the waste by which so much of 
the bountiful crop is, each fall, delib- 
erately allowed to rot, because the 
same influences that make the price 
prohibitive to so many would-be con- 
sumers does not offer the growers in 
Bedford County as well as elsewhere 
enough to repay the gathering.

It Has Been Decided to Proceed AVith 


Plants Prepared. 


Last summer a plan was^prepared 


for developing all the territory that 
naturally markets over the Bedford 
Division of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. 
• Mr. Glynn, Division Freight Agent 
at Altoona, and Mr. Lippincott, Agri- 
culturist of the P. R, R., spent two 
days in Bedford County looking over 
the ground, and pronounced the 
plan fundamentally sound, thorough 
and workable, and promised to co- 
operate with us in furnishing the 
best transportation service possible. 


The plan was also submitted to 


State College, to the Officers of Farm 
Management and Rural Organisation, 
in Washington, to Mr. Calweil, who 
is organizing the new Marketing ser- 
vice' In Philadelphia, and to Chief 
Ball, who is organizing the new mu- 
nicipal marketing service in Phila- 
delphia, 
, 


The plan has been cordially ' ap- 


proved by all these different, inter- 
ests; and it has been decided to pro- 
ceed with it as fast as we can, in the 
hope of making the development of 
this territory a model for other sec- 
tions in the east. 


At the time the plan was first sub- 


mitted to the railroad people the 
question of how, when and where *to 
market was still an open one and a 
most perplexing one. It will be thor- 
oughly solved. As a member of ..the 
committee which is to shape the new 
service organized by the trade bodies 
of Philadelphia it is expected that I 
will point _out fully what the pro- 
ducer requires of the new service to 
protect him and to make it worth his 
while to ship. 
The new municipal 


service in Philadelphia will follow 
along lines agreed on by Chief Ball,' 
Prof. Clyde L. King of the University 
of Pennsylvania, and myself; and It 
will be a splendid auxiliary- service. 


There have been delays at Wash- 


ington in organizing the new work 
so that I could go ahead with, it; un- 
avoidable delays but none the less 
hurtful. 
We had hoped before this 


time to be holding meetings, at vari- 
ous places, to explain the plan in de- 
tail, and to urge each community to 
larger _ production along lines sug- 
gested by its location, distance from 
railroad, roads and other conditions 
These meetings were to be devoted 
in each community to those things of 
interest to that particular commun- 
ity, and were to be held as the joint 
meetings of State College and the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. They 
were to be confined to those parts of 
Bedford, Blair and Fulton Counties 
which ship over the P R. R , Bed- 
ford Division. 


Our most serious present difficulty 


is not in producing but in finding a 
market for what we produce at a 
reasonable profit; and we must have 
that market always ready to take 
what we have to offer. 
Larger pro- 


duction and less waste may be ex- 
pected to follow once we find it pays 
to produce and ship. The farmer is 
getting 35c of the consumer's dollar 
today; he must get a larger share of 
that dollar, and that is what -the new 
marketing service will offer. 


But to do this we must better our 


marketing methods and we must 
grow stuff that is worth the money 
we ask for it. That means that we 
must standardize, grade and pack at- 
tractively; and it means that we must 
all grow about the same sort of 
stuff—that^ is 
(for instance) that 


when we come to growing tomatoes 
we must -have "quality" tomatoes of 
the same varieties, not 3ust simply 
what each person thinks is a good 
tomato; that when we come to ship 
apples we must have definite stand- 
ards for each grade and not let each 
man grade as No 1 what he thinks 
ought to he No. 1 


If we are going to get good money 


out of our butter, eggs, truck and 
fruit we must have such uniformity 
of varieties and grading that the re- 
tailer and consumer, when they buy 
our packages, may know from the 
grade mark just what is inside, and 
be sure that the stuff will hold up to 
the promise of the grade mark. 


In the work of selecting vaiieties 


State College is going to give us a 
splendid service, testing out on its 
farms the different kinds of stuff to 
be grown, and probably supervising 
tests along the line of the Bedford 
Division, and telling us what it will 
pay best to grow to put our stuff in a 
high class. 


The city is going also to provide an 


inspection service, without cost to us. 
Where complaints are made that

have made mistakes we will not be

per telling him what was wrong with 
his stuff, why it happened and how 
to avoid making the same mistake in 
the future. 


In order to help in the work gf 


standardization it has been arranged 
with the 
Farmers' 
Exchange of 


Schellsbu'rg that it buy for those de- 
siring, seed 'of -the various kinds of 
garden stuff at wholesale and" sell it 
to those going in on the plan at cost. 
That means that whatever is grown 
from.guch seed .will have high qual- 
ity, 
and, if properly- handled, will 


bring better than common prices in 
the market. The Philadelphia Mar- 
keting Service will advise us of the 
different kinds of packages to use in 
shipping our stuff for sale there, and 
where we '/an buy these packages; 
and .the Farmers' Exchange will look 
after orders for such packages. 


At Philadelphia we will have a 


special service. It is not intended to 
put our standardized stuff of high 
quality into flat competition with 
common stuff shipped in carelessly, 
but to ask a better than common 
price for it, because it will be whole- 
some and palatable food. 


I very much hope that not only the 


farmers and their wives will take 
hold of this matter, but that the 
children on the farm will Tiave as- 
signed to them a piece of land on 
which they can truck and that they 
will have at least a large part of the 
moneys-earned fr,om this work. That 
ought to encourage the children to 
stay on, the farm. 


Eggs will have ito be graded and 


candled at this end of the line just 
as is done by Cornell University for 
the farmers living near that place. 
They get a fancy price for their eggs. 
I hope that as a result of our market- 
ing we heavily increase our flocks. 


As to payment for what we ship, a 


very simple system of accounting is 
being arranged which will make it 
not only certain that we get our 
money for what we ship, but that we- 
get all of it, that is, .that what is 
sent to us is really .the entire amount' 
received, less necessary selling ex- 
penses

For Information on Pests 


A great many persons write to 


State Zoologist H. A. Surface, at Har- 
risburg, making the request for !%- 
formation in such'a general-way that 
Prof. Surface finds it impossible to 
give the definite information that is 
nee'ded. He has, therefore, made spe- 
cial .effort to request correspondents 
to be as specific or detailed as possi- 
ble in describing conditions, and es- 
pecially to be careful to send speci- 
mens with inquiries. 


The process of prescribing for a 


diseased or infested tree Is closely 
allied to that of a physician in pre- 
scribing for a patient. It is necessary 
for him to know every detail possible 
in order to be accurate in his diag- 
nosis. 
The following is an example 


of a reply that can not be very help- 
ful to the inquirer because his inquiry 
was too general to indicate any par- 
ticular pest. - It is in reply to a let- 
ter written by an attorney in Scran- 
ton: 


"I am sending you some literature 


on the treatment of maple and elm 
pests, but do not know for just what 
pests you wish to spray. If you can 
kindly let me know what you wish to 
treat, I should be pleased to give you 
more definite directions. As a rule, I 
would not say tha* your maple, elm, 
or any other tree should be sprayed, 
excepting for definite pests which are 
present, or about to appear. 


"Therefore, if you will kindly send 


me specimens of such pests, and of 
the injury done by them when they 
first appear, I shall be glad to ex- 
amine them promptly and reply im- 
mediately, giving definite information

Congress Will Pass a Law Restrict- 


ing Immigration. 


-Washington, D. C., January 26.— 


The President's message, which was 
delivered to Congress personally by 
the President, the same as all of his 
previous messages, has made a re- 
markable impression on "the entire 
country. 
Mr. Wilson 'has '-the most 


extraordinary endowment of common 
sense of any Pfesiden't witHin the 
last fifty years. 
'His- first message 


dealt with the Tariff,~ his second mes- 
sage Delating to legislation urged Con- 
gress to pass ah .elastic Currency,Bill. 
The 'former became a law on October 
3ra, and the latter on Dec'emb'er 2"3rd. 
These two great measures having 
been written into our Statute Book, 
he now urges Congress fo take-up the 
Trust question. The main provisions 
which ne desires to "be enacted into 
ia\v-s are. as follows: 


1. Prohibiting interlocking direc- 


torates of great corporations especial- 
ly prohibiting one who is 'a director 
in a great manufacturing concern 
from serving on a. board of directors 
of any transportation company, that 
moves the mnaiifactured, products 
thereof. - 


2. Prohibiting railroads from is- 


suing stocks and honds for larger 
amounts than the value of-the road. 
This measure will keep "water" out 
of railroad stocks in' the future. 
v 


3. A, provision for/punishing the 


guHty individual instead'of the busi- 
ness where the law <fs-violated. 


4. A_ provision lorbitfding "one cor- 


poration from owning'another." 


When laws remedying the above 


evils' have Tieen made effective the 
greater part of the wrong doings of 
the trust and big business will' be 
cured. 
Heretofore the Government 


has been prosecuting' business con- 
cerns moreTor the purpose.,of politi- 
cal .effect titan for accomplishing any 
real benefit to the people. President 
Wilson's message, is a wholesome in- 
spiration to all legitimate industries 
ansd enterprises to get husy and make 
things hum as they have nothing to 
fear from the Government as long as 
they behave themselves properly. In 
other words, the policy of the Presi- 
dent is to make the \Government = a 
corrective power,;to.correct the abus- 
es of big business rather than to an- 
tagonize it as heretofore. 
He says 


that antagonism between business 
and Government is over and our, ob- 
ject is not to unsettle business but to 
build it up. 'The New York Times, 
which is: one of the able and patri- 
otic independent j>aj>ers of the coun- 
try, comments on the message.as a 
whole as follows: 


"These words of prudence, of mod- 


eration and of wisdom- come with 
curative power of healing balm.

For White Grubs Destroying Straw- 


berry Plants 


A Lancaster dealer in trees and 


plants wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface, 
State Zoologist, Harrisburg, saying, 
"A white grub has eaten off most of 
the strawberry plants that were 
planted .last spring. 
The worm or 


grub looks, like those found in pota- 
toes when taken out of the ground. 
Please let me know what can be 
done, as we want to plant more next 
spring." 
To this letter Professor 


Surface "replied as follows: 


"I presume the white 'worm' which 


is eating most of the strawberry 
plants Is the white grub, which is the 
larva of the May beetle or June'bug. 
However, I am only guessing at this, 
and to be sure of it I should see 
specimens of, the pests. 
I recoin-: 


mend you to have them sent to me 
for -identification as soon as conveni- 
ent. 
.1 shall,reply -concerning them 


immediately. 


"For the past "two "years white 


grubs have been very bad • in this 
State. It is a difficult matter to deal 
with these pests because they live in 
the ground, and you can not mix any- 
thing with the soil that will be strong 
enough to kill them without injuring 
the plants growing there. However, 
on very small tracts they can be 
profitably destroyed by fumigating 
with carbon bisulfide, making holes 
in; the ground about two feet (or 
less) apart, and pouring one-third 
teacupful of carbon bisulphide into 
each., I know: where this was used 
successfully to. destroy the white 
grubs that \were very bad in a lawn, 
but when it comes, to .treating a field, 
it is not practical.1' 
. 


"Let pigs ropt them up; and take 


the rings from the noses of hogs and 
let them, get after the grubs. Do not 
plant strawberries on ground that 
has grubs in it that infested the previ- 
ous crop there. Tear up and remove 
the old beds at least once every two 
or three years. Give/the skunks arid 
birds a chance to destroy them. They 
are the greatest enemies of the white 
grubs. 
Rotation of crops is one of 


the most essential points in avoiding 
damage by these -pests. 
Good culti- 


vation, the use of fertilizer and some 
means of stimulating crops always 
will be helpful."

To Kill Osage Orange Hedge 


A lady from Philadelphia wrote to 


Prof. H. A. Surface, Bureau of Zool- 
ogy, Department of Agriculture, Har- 
risburg, and asked, "What chemical 
can you use to kill an osage orange 
hedge? 
I want to remove the said 


hedge as cheaply as possible." To 
this Professor Surface replied as fol- 
lows: 


"I can recommend nothing better 


for destroying an Osage Orange hedge 
than to let the hedge start its growth, 
and about midsummer put straw or 
leaves under it and burn it. If for 
any reason the fire cannot be used, 
as for example, from danger to build- 
ings, I recommend letting the growth 
start, and spray or sprinkle the new 
growth occasionally with a strong so- 
lution of iron sulphate. This is cheap 
and will be found effective, but it 
must not be kept in metal vessels, as 
it will destroy the metal! One pound 
of iron sulphate in two gallons of 
water may be enodgh to kill the 
leaves and young shoots. If results 
are not shown within a few hours ap- 
ply it again stronger.

Osag« Orange hedge is to cut it off 
after growth has started, and when 
it starts again cut it off again. Con- 
tinue this cutting off of every green 
part during the summer, and it will

KURIOS FROM KORRESPONDENT8, 


Q. — My pullets of last season did not, 


lay until they were more than nine' 
months old. Since, they have laid, but 
a poor average, and the eggs are small. 
What is wrong? A.— It is difficult to 
reply, because you give few particulars, 
do not even tell the breed. You 
either kep_t your pullets fat as b,ufeer 
or tfiey are stunted by sbtnV'fault in 
your methods. Perhaps you, doift feed 
enough or your ration lacks nutrition. 


Q. — Should eggs be turned "after they 


are pipped? How can I quickly mois-. 
ten "the eggs when chicks stick in shell ! 
without injuring hatch? A, — No. Many1 
quit turning the eighteenth day. - Open 
incubator door slightly and send a 
spray of warm water over eggs with 
an atomizer. We use the simple ato- 
mizer that is used to spray varnish on 
to pastel paintings. 
i 


Q. — How long may turkey eggs be 


kept and yet give, a good hatch? A. — 
Turkey eggs have bee" known to batch 
well when a month old. It is not wise 
to keep them so long, however, and 
they should always be kept in a cool 
place and turned every day.

Amphibolos is 
Greek for double ended of double act- 
ing, and the inventor doubtless meant 
to imply that his machine would oper- 
ate on land or water. 


What is the origin of the word dean 


as applied to the dean of the diplo- 
matic corps or dean of a faculty? 


The word was derived from the Lat- 


in decem, ten. and its original sense 
was a chief ot ten. An early diction- 
ary defines it as "an ecclesiastical 
magistrate who hath power over ten 
canons at the least." 
Gradually it 


came to moan the bead of any organiz- 
ed body, the oldest in service. 


When was the British museum start- 


ed or established? Has it been a gov- 
ernment institution from the begin- 
ning? 


It was established in 1733 and owed 


its origin to a lottery by which money 
was rai&ed to pay for a collection of 
curiosities loft by Sir Hans Sloane, a 
physician and scientist of London'. 
Sloane was a successful physician and 
enthusiastic student and collector of 
natural curiosities. 
He died in U753 


and bequeathed his library nnd collec- 
tions to the nation on condition that 
£20,000 should be paid to his family. 
This sum ($100,000) was first raised by 
a lottery, and then parliament appro- 
priated the sum necessary to- secure 
the collection. 
That was the begin- 


ning of tho museum and library which 
have since been supported by the gov- 
ernment.

The attainment consists m the abid- 


ing just referred to, the fully •forgiving, 
every one, keeping His commandments 
and doing those things that are pleasing 
in His sight asking according "to' His 
will, asking in faith, nothing Wavering, 
not asking merely for our own pleas- 
ure, asking -with importunity, ^as in 
our lesso'n (Mark's!, 25, 26; I John lif, 
22'; r, 14; Jas.' i, 6; iv, 3). Another 
word to be well considered is John 
3dv, 13, 14, "Whatsoever ye shall ask 
in My name, * * * if ye shall ask any- 
thing in-My name, I will do it." This 
last always seems more plain to me" 
when I .consider a man on the road, a 
commercial traveler. 4n the jname of a 
business house, a concern or company. 
This man. representing 'the'firm. ^;an 
transact only-such"business in its name 
as it,is engaged in. 'Anything outside 
of that cannot be in its name. 


When the question Is asked^by the 


Lord in Isa. vi, 8A "Whom shall" I sendr 
and who will go^or.us?" we naturally 
ask. For 'what purpose does He wish 
;o send us? Then we think of some 
of our Lord's sayings when He was 
iere on earth: "TheJiving Father hath 
sent me;'' "I seek-not mine'own "will, 
but the. "will,, of the Father wfio Jiath 
sent me;", "My meaj: is to do the will 
of Him that sent me and to finish His 
work" (John iv. 34; v. 30; vl, 38, 57). 
Then we remember His words to His 
Father concerning His sent ones: "As 
Thou hast sent me into the.world, even 
:o have I, also sent them-into the 
world. 
They are not of the world. 


en as I am not of the world." Also 


His words to the disciples after His 
resurrection, "As my Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you" (John xx. 21). 


Our lesson says that "as He wus 


praying in a certain place * * * one 
of His disciples said. "Lord, teach us to 
pray'' (verse 1). Then He gave them 
:his prayer, which He^tratl also given" 
on a former occasion 7Matt. vi, 9-13); 
spoke of the necessity of Importunity 
and of every one asking receiving, and 
that if parents knew how to give good 
gifts to their children how much more 
would the Heavenly ^Father give the 
Holy Spirit (or. as it is in Matt. vii. 11, 
good things) to them that ask Him. 


It seems necessary, therefore^ that 


we must know and understand our re- 
lationship to the Father as His chil- 
dren if we have become such by re- 
demption, our business in this world 
as such, that we may be wholly en- 
gaged in it. the privilege of constant 
communion with God concerning all 
things for which we are here and the 
assurance that He will certainly see to 
the supply of all that is needed to 
carry on His work. 


He being all wisdom and having all 


power, we must have unbounded con- 
fidence in His management, in His 
way of doing things and in His time 
for attending to our needs. All this 
and muclf more is included in this 
prayer, the petitions of which those 
-who read my notes know that I am in 
the habit Of associating with the beati- 
tudes of Matt. v. 1-12. Luke tells us 
that at the time of His baptism He 
was praying; "that before He chose the 
twelve He continued all night in 
prayer to God; that at the time of the 
transfiguration He went up into a 
mountain to pray, and as He prayed 
the fashion of His countenance was 
altered (iii. 21; vi, 12; K, 28, 20), and 
now. when He had ceased praying in a 
certain place, in answer to a request 
from one of His disciples, He taught 
them this prayer. None but true be- 
lievers, who have become children of 
God- bygreceiving Christ, can honestly 
say "Our Father who art in heaven." 
Concerning all others see John viii, 44; 
I John iii. 12. Only the poor in spirit 
can hallow His name. 
Unbelievers 


who will not submit to Him are proud 
in spirit. 


Those who mourn because of abound- 


ing iniquity lone for the coming of His 
kingdom. 
The meek and lowly love 


His will rather than their own and 
want it done on earth as int heaven 
Those who hunger and thirst after 
righteousness trust Him also for,dally 
bread.

The World's Corn Record 


Under the caption "The World's 


Corn ^Record" the editor of Farm and 
Fireside writes, as follows, iu the 
current .issue of his paper: 


"In 1899 Z. J. Drake of North Car- 


olina made the record crop of corn 
from an acre. 
The yield was 255 • 


bushels. This is the way he did it. 
He spread on the acre a. thousand 
bushels — say fifty tons — of stable 
manure. 
He also worked into the 


Boil" s.ix hundred 'busliels" of whole 
cotton seed, four thousand pounds of 
home-mixed commercial fertilizer-f^ 
•formula-not'given— and four hun- 
dred pounds of nitrate of soda. T.hi» 
fertilizer, with the labor of applying: 
it, is estimated to have cost at least, 
three hundred dollars—so the crop 
did not pay. 


"In 1910 a North Carolina ,boy 


grew 228% bushels of corn on an 
acre. His fertilizing operations cost 
himfat least two 'hundred dollars. 
Compare these yields with that of 
the Page County, la., boy who de- 
scribed in Farm and Fireside the 
methods he used in growing about 
ninety-three 'bushels to the acre." He 
used no fertilizers at all, planting.on 
alfalfa sod, and carefully cultivating. 
The North Carolina experience is the 
more astonishing, the" Iowa accom- 
plishment more profitable."—AdY. „

DISCOVERY OF GOLD JN 1848 


(Continued from last week.) 


But'when.^a few days later, a 


ranchman, well known as a person of 
.intelligence and integrity, rode }n 
from Suiter's with about two pounds 
in nuggets and dust, which he offered 
in trade for supplies, men began to 
wak« up, and before the next morn- 
ing several parties were organized to 
start for the diggings. 


Several 
storekeepers, who had 


made unsuccessful attempts to sell 
their business, merely locked their 
doors and joined the rush. Over two 
hundred men left San Francisco for 
the gold region on May 13, and an 
equal number on the following day. 


By June, Mexico had the news and 


eleven out of every twelve men had 
left San Francisco. 
The town of 


Santa Cruz was entirely deserted in 
ome day after it received information 
of the discovery, and the same could 
be said of many smaller places. 
Monterey responded by sending out 
every man but five, in two days. 
The Sheriff and town officers released 
all prisoners in jail, and captors and 
captured swelled the enthusiastic 
throng bound for the mines. 


Marshall's discovery, coming as it 


did almost coincident with the acqui- 
sition of this great territory by the 
United States, gave an impetus to its 
colonization that cannot be paralleled 
in the world's history. So extraordi- 
nary was its growth that \3alif orma 
qualified for Statehood before its 
origination as a territory could be 
completed by Congress. 
- In one year. its population was 
multiplied by 12 and its productive 
power by 50. Never before .was such 
a. change wrought in the circum- 
stances of a country in so short a 
time. The whole world was directly 
affected. In the mines of California 
Edward Hammond Hargraves, has- 
tening from Sydney, secured the in- 
formation and experience that en- 
abled him to return to his native 
country and, reasoning by analogy, 
locate £he treasure-bearing localities 
that have since yielded to Austral- 
asia upward of three hundred and 
fifty millions of dollars. 
The gold 


discovery caused the building of the 
Panama Railroad and dotted the Pa- 
cific Ocean with craft. 
It aroused 


China and Japan and brought about 
the first considerable immigation of 
Chinese and Japanese across the Pa- 
cific. 


,It gave an impetus to shipbuilding 


on the Atlantic Coast and stimulated 
the construction of some of the finest 
clipper-ships that ever sailed. 
-, The excitement was world-wide, 
and, 
curiously 
enough, statistics 


show an increased output during the 
two or three years following 1S4S in 
many of the old mines of the Old 
World. An era of general prosperity 
was soon inaugurated such as never 
j.ad been seen before. 


The signing of the 
Treaty of 


Gaudalupe 
Hidalgo, February 
2, 


1848, established 'peace between the 
United 
States 
and 
Mexico 
and 


strengthened greatly the natural in- 
clination of the public to flock to the 
goldfields; for by one of its condi- 
tions the United States came into pos- 
session of the vast area now known 
*s California, New Mexico, Nevada, 
Utah and Arizona, as well as a con- 
siderable tract of land now included 
in the present limits of Colorado and 
Wyoming. 


Before May 30, 1848, the United 


States Government had contracted 
with the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany for a line of steamers to be 
despatched monthly between New 
York and San Francisco by way of 
Panama. 
This prompt action plaped 


excellent transportation at the service 
of the East immediately, and has- 
tened the peopling of the newly open- 
ed country. 


As the early miners in the State 


were nearly all amateurs at the busi- 
ness, the first gold to be secured was 
that which could be found loose, 
mingled with sand and gravel, on or 
near the surface along the beds of 
rivers or small streams. 


In feverish anxiety to spend their 


time on only the very cream, of the 
deposits, the first miners usually con- 
fined their work to the riverbars, 
where the gravel was not over two 
or three feet in depth. 
This they 


shoveled into Indian baskets or shal- 
ow pans, through which water was 
passed, washing away the loose and 
Ighter dirt, leaving the shining par- 
icles of metal to be seen readily. By 
his simple operation from twenty- 
five cents to five dollars a panful 
;ould be obtained, according to lo- 
ality, and a man could wash, with 
easonable care, fifty t'o sixty panfuls 
a day. 


During the rainy season, when the 


ivers rose and drove the miners 
rom their work there, they resorted 
o the dry ravines, and found them 
Iso to be very rich. A few persons 
re said to have taken out by this 
rimitive method five thousand dol- 
ars in a single day. A claim that did 
ot yield at least^ fifteen or sixteen 
ollars a day per man was deserted 


as worthless.

Despite the great distance of Cali- 


fornia from the East in those ante- 
railroad days, despite the privations 
attending emigation, the peril from 
Indians, from exposure, from famine, 
in an unmapped mountainous region, 
from all the surface deposits of much 
value were found almost simultane- 
ously, such was the courage, the en- 
ergy, the endurance, of the earliest 
pioneers, and such their number. 


By the close of 


about $10,000,000 
gathered by these first comers. 


The simple forms of placer-mining 


were followed by the sluice and hy- 
draulic process of placer-washing. 
By the hydraulic process, rivers were 
damned and water brought in flumes 
from a height sufficient to give great 
force to the roaring stream which 
was directed against a gold-bearing 
bank of earth until the loosened 
gravel mingled with water was car- 
ried down and into miners' sluices. 


The miner's sluice was a board 


trough having riffles, or cleats, at the 
bottom 
holding quicksilver. 
The 


placer-dirt was carried through the 
sluice, by the current of Water, and 
the gold, being heavier than other 
particles, gravitated to the bottom, 
where it was neld by the quicksilver 
and, later, .separated. 


At last it became evident that the 


deposits capable of being mined on 
the surface were praactically all lo- 
cated, and in process of working, and 
that further prospecting must be 
done underground. Let the beloved 
Poet of the Sierras, Joaquin Miller, 
himself a practical miner even in 
boyhood, tell us of this next change 
in mining methods, as he looks back 
upon it in his reminiscences: 


"The transition from placer or sur-

serious matter. 
hydraulic mining, a sort of half-way 
line between the two, was very peril- 
ous. 
But these "bold' and enduring 


men had come to California for a 
purpose, and when the gold had ^gone 
from the surface of the earth, and 
down beyond the reach of the great 
hydraulics ^to some extent, they did 
not hesitate for a single day to follow 
it down, down, down to where' the 
heat is so considerable today in some 
places that even the miner can hard- 
ly endure to lay his hand upon the 
rocky floors and walls of his sombre 
world. Of the thousands and tens of 
thousands who thus boldly descended 
into the earth, how few now survive! 
Only _ a solitary man in each ten 
thousand, I should say, ever came up 
and back to the world with the cov- 
eted gold on his broad shoulders. 
When you look you find such types 
of physical and mental strength as 
John Mackay, Senator Hearst, Sena- 
tor Stewart, Senator Jones,—all old 
miners who have come back to us up 
out Of the earth, our old men now. 
Look upon them with your hat in 
your hand. They are our heroes, our 
very few survivors." 


The difficulties and actual danger 


of life attending the passage of life 
to the Pacific Coast in the forties and 
fifties were such that the hesitating, 
the timid, the weaklings, rarely at- 
tempted it. Consequently, the found- 
ers of the Golden State, whether edu- 
cated or of little learning, were most- 
ly young men of initiative, aggressive 
and 'abounding in mental and physi- 
cal energy. 


These characteristics are apparent 


in the State even today, as evidenced 
in the remarkable recovery from the 
fire that ravaged San Francisco in
